Late August Good 
To Move Evergreens 


There is no better time for tran s­ 
planting m ost kinds of coniferous 
evergreens th an during the latter 
part of August. W ith the weather 
still quite warm at th at time of the 
year 
it Is 
Im portant 
to prevent 
drying of the roots from the time 
the plants are dug until they are 
placed in their new- position. 
Only balled and burlapped plants 
have a chance for survival, as other­ 
wise it Is impossible to prevent the 
soil from breaking away from the 
roots. Plant with care, cutting away 
only the top of the burlap after the 
plant has been arranged in the hole 
and the lower part has been firmly 
covered with soil. A thorough w ater­ 
ing once a week will be need*! until 
the ground freezes, so th a t no more 
water can enter.

Notes Gn Madonna Lily Culture 
Many botanical authorities believe 
the 
nam e 
“lily” originally 
came 
from the Celtic word “Ii," m eaning 
white. If this be true, then it Is 
probable th at the generic nam e arose 
from the beautiful M adonna lily. 
But despite names, this 
favorite 
among hardy lilies m ust be started 
in late August, the only member of 
the entire lily group that require 
planting so early. The chief reason 
for this lies in the fact th at the Ma­ 
donna lily m ust have tim e after 
planting to form a vigorous rosette 
of leaves before winter. 
To locate the M adonna lily in bulb 
catalogues it Is usually necessary to 
seek the more accurate nam e of i n ­ 
turn candidum. Some folks call It 
the Lent lily, others Annunciation 
lily. Beginners should not confuse 
L. candidum with L. cnnadense, the 
latter being more commonly called 
Wild or Meadow lily. 
PLANTS SHOULD 
DE POTTED NOW 


G ardeners who like to have gerani­ 
ums and other flowering plants in 
the house during the w inter should 
be acting now. Of course, plants 
can be brought to flower in the 
th a t per­ 
m i t exposure 
to direct sunlight 
practically all day is available. N oth­ 
ing less th a t three hours will yield 
any flowering results. 
The best plan to follow Is to root 
cuttings of flowering plants such 
as geranium , fuchsia and w inter- 
flowering begonias w ithin the next 
few weeks. After the cuttings are 
rooted, pot them in small pots, and 
as soon as new .shoots develop, pinch 
them back to make the plants more 
compact. When the small plant has 
filled the pot with roots, re-pot in 
the next larger size pot. Plants in 
pots th a t are too large will not grow 
as weU as those brought along as 
suggested. 
Satisfactory blooming plants of 
some of the annuals m ay be de­ 
veloped in the same way. Sow seeds 
of ageratum , petunia, alyssum and 
Browallia speciosa by the middle of 
August. Sow plenty of seeds so th at 
the best plants can be selected. 
Pot the seedlings, as m any as you 
will need, and keep them growing 
by re-potting as indicated by the 
root development. Pinch these back 
to m ake the plants bushy. If you 
have especially fine specimens of 
these in the garden, cuttings may 
be rooted from cuttings or grown 


Til ere are four practical ways to 
propagate M adonna lilies — Bulbs 
planted in late August, scales plant­ 
ed in moist sand under glass during 
or soon affer the blooming season, 
stem layering soon after blooming, 
and seed sown in a greenhouse or 
warm room under glass from late 
November until late January. Of 
course, bulbs offer the beginner and 
even the experienced grower the 
safest and easiest m ethod of propa­ 
gation. 
Tills lily thrives in any well bal­ 
anced loam, providing the soil is 
w’ell drained and the site is located 
in all-day sunshine. Plenty of o r­ 
ganic m atter to a depth of 14 to 20 
inches Is welcomed to provide re- 
j tentlon of m oisture in dry weather 
and insure good drainage during 
wet periods, particularly over win­ 
ter. 
Well weathered cow m anure g ath­ 
ered after long exposure in a pasture j 
field and finely pulverized is an ex­ 
cellent supplem ent to the organic 1 
; m atter and plant food supply in the 
deeper stratum . Bulbs and 
roots 
should not come into direct contact J 
with masses of insoluble m anure. 
; All growers should remember that 
natural soil fertility cannot be im i­ 
tated or the lack of it corrected by 1 
m anure and 
fertilizers. Choose a < 
fertile, deep loam to begin with and 
then improve it by these methods 
suggested. 
If there are any doubts about ! 
the soils alkalinity, work fresh wood 
ashes into the surface at least a 
week or so before planting. A few 
handfuls of bone m eal applied well 
in advance of planting time usually 
I stim ulates greater plant vigor. 
Tile bulb should be planted so the 
tip is covered no more than two 
inches deep. Some sharp sand under 
j and around the bulb reduces rot 
dangers from standing water or ex- | 
I cess m oisture. Of course, the loam 
should be firmed around the bulb 
and kept fairly m oist if w eather Is 
dry after planting. 
Like most other hardy lilies, the 
j M adonna lily likes to be left alone 
after it is established, th a t is, u n ­ 
til the clum p become too crowded 
or soil fertility is exhausted. Then 
division and replanting should be 
done at the sam e time advised here 
for planting new bulbs—late August.
